. ‘title resplendent with many of out 
‘greatest maritime achievements, says 
@ naval expert in a. recent article. 
This ancient office is now represented 
‘by the Lords of the Admiralty under 
the héadship of the First Lord, a civi- 
lian member of the Government, im- 
personating the national control of the 
Foe fr and responsible to the King and 

Parliament for the entire naval ma- 
chine. This responsibility may be de- 
wcribed as embracing the building of 
the required types of ships, the ap- 
cater of etficient captains, and 

bestowal of honors and rewards 
upon the proper persons. He, in fact, 
sees that the policy of the Admiralty 
is directed in accordance with the 
policy adopted by his party towards 
the international situation. 

His chief instruments are the Naval 
Lords of the Admiralty led by the 
First Sea Lord, who is his adviser 
touching all matters relating to the 
efficiency of the navy as a fighting ma- 
chince. He has the right to appoint 
officers to positions of second in com- 
‘mand, and in effect largely influences 
all other appointments. Should the 
readiness of the fleet for war on its 
mobilization ever fail in emergency, 
his would be the s A oar responsibil- 
ity. His understu is the Second 
Sea Lord, who must he ready to step 
into his shoes if required. His spe 
cial responsibility is for the manning 
of our ships and the training of our 
sailors, and he may make appoint- 
ments up to the rank of navigating 
\ officer. ie then come to the Third 
Sea Lord, whose duty is the control 
of shipbuilding, the designs of our 
ships, their progress and completion 
as well as the provision of guns and 
machinery. Below these a junior lord 
is in oars of transport and coaling, 
a civil lord of contracts and building. 

, while a pertpanent sécretary deals 
witb the staff of the department and 
a Parliamentary secretary with fin 
ance. 

The organization of our navy for war 
has recently been supplemented by the 
creation of a new bor y which is to be 
known as the.

A 
fourth admiral is entrusted with the 
care of the Irish coast. 

Vice-admirals take supreme com- 
mand of a fleet and of an important 
foreign naval station. The rear-admir 
al acts as. second in command of a 
sea-going fleet, or may be first in com 
mand on a foreign station of lesser 
, importance.

WIGGINS AND HIS STORMS. 


Late Weather Prophet Disagreed Rad- 
ically With His Fellow Scientists. 


Twenty years ago the name of 
ns, who passed 
away recently in New Rrunswick, 
was a household word not only in 
Canada but in America because of | 
his ability as a weather prophet: Aj 
highly-educated scientist, he came in 
for some ridicule because many of his 
theqries were in diametrical opposi- 
tion to those of other physicists and 
astroanomers..__He-- fereteld —n—v 
storm to occur on. March 10th, 1883, 
to rise in the North Pacific, and 
striking America from the southwest, 
to sweep eastward and along the 
Great Lakes, General havoc was to 
be done aldng the Lower St. Lawrence 
region and the Gulf ot Mexico. Dread 
of the storm induced Canadian and 
New England fishermen to keep in 
port. They were well rewarded for it 
came on time with al! its fury, deal- 
ing death and destruction in its path. 
Upon one occasion Professor Wiggins 
wrote to the Lords of the Enelish Ad- 
miralty, warning th®m not to allow 
vessels out of port on a certain date 
as a most disastrous storm would oc- 
cur at that time. They only laughed, 
However, a few days Jater the Lord | 
Mayor of London opened a subscrip- | 
tion for the widows and orphans of 
the four hundred mén of the Hull 
fishing fleet lost in that storm. One | 
of the greatest. discoveries was that | 
the atmosphere cannot mpatets mois- | 
ture till charged electrically. To the 
perpetual rains of the summer of 
1902 he attributed the eruption di Mt. 
Pelee, which filled the northern 
hemisphere: with electric energy, turn- 
ing it into a large aerial eponge. In 
his book the “Architecture of the 
Heavens,” published in 1864, Prof. 
Wiggins propounded his theory of the 
universe, namely, that the sun is 
enclosed in an atmospheregf electric- 
ity by whose positive an® negative 
forces it attracts and propels the 
comets through space. In time these 
bodies become so great that the sun 
can no longer repel them, when they 
fall into irregular and finally circular 
orbits around the sun. . 


Kingston Medice Wins Fame.

People who are making a study of 
the country life problem in Ameri¢a 
ave been much interested in the 
suggestions made by Sir Horace Cur- 
zon Plunkett, who speaks with an- 
thority because he has spent so much 
time in this country that he is almost 
as familiar with conditions here as 
he is in Ireland, where he has done 
such notable work for the cause of 
agriculture and country life. His re- 
cently published bvok, “The Rural 
Life Problem of the United States,” 
is attracting wide attention because 
of its excellent summary of the cause 
and consequences of Canadian and 
American neglect of rural life, and 
the keenness with which he points 
out what he calls the weak spot in 
American rural economy.

It goes -with- 
out saying that he is an ardent sup- 
porter of the conservation movement, 
and is in cordial sympathy with the 
policies of Hon. Clifford Sifton and 
others. Conservation is to him the 
| paramount issue of the present dny, 
| the development of agriculture being 
only a part of the larger scheme be- 
cause the land itself is the most im- 
portant of natural resources.
